SAFETY FEATURES 


The safety features built into an AMC vehicle 
can be divided into one of two categories; active 
or passive. Active safety systems such as 
brakes, steering and tires are designed to help 
prevent accidents from occurring. Passive 
systems which include body design, seat belts 
and door locks are designed to prevent or to 
minimize injury in the event that an accident oc- 
curs.

SEAT BELTS 





All AMC vehicles are equipped with seat belts | 
which utilize a single !oop, single retractor seat 
belt system. This continuous loop system has a 
single vehicle sensitive inertia reel in the side 
pillar. 








BUMPER SYSTEMS 


AMC Spirit and Concord models are equipped 
with an energy absorbing bumper system that’s 
designed to meet the Federal requirements of 5 
mph barrier and pendulum impact protection for 
both front and rear. (The Eagle uses a rigid 
bumper for both front and rear).

Energy Absorbing Bumper 





AMC’s energy absorbing ‘‘recoverable’’ bumper 
uses a hydraulic principle to dissipate the 
kinetic energy of impact. It uses pneumatic prin- 
ciple to restore the bumper to its extended posi- 
tion. The device is located between the vehicle’s 
front bumper and frame providing the mounting 
for the bumper. It is designed to absorb impact 
energy and restore the bumper to its original 
position after low speed collisions. 


AMC’s energy absorbing devices are 
maintenance free as well as_ self-restoring 
following impact. 


The device that allows AMC’s recoverable 
bumper to perform its function consists of two 
heavy gauge steel cylinders, one telescoping in- 
to the other. The front chamber attaches to the 
car's bumper, the rear to the car’s understruc- 
ture. 
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ENGINES 
OVERHEAD VALVES 





4-Cylinder Engine 


Overhead valve design permits large diameter in- | 
take and exhaust valves for better engine 
breathing. Full-length water jackets provide 
good cooling. Rocker pivots of sintered iron pro-| 
vide for reduced wear. Both the cylinder head 
and cylinder block are made of machined cast 
iron for increased durability. 





Hydraulic valve lifters compensate for variations 
in the valve linkage, thereby helping to provide 
quieter engine operation and proper seating of 
valves. Valve clearance adjustments are not re- 
quired. Free-rotating valves help minimize car- 
bon deposits to help maintain full engine com- 
pression. The “in-head”’ exhaust valve seats are 
induction hardened for long service life. 


PULSE-AIR 


The 1983 AMC 4.2L 6-cylinder engine features a 
Pulse-Air System — replacing the Air Injection 
Pump System. The new feature recovers the 
power that was spent driving the air pump. 


HIGHER COMPRESSION 


4.2L 6-cylinder engine performance is also im- 
proved through an increase in the compression 
ratio, now 9.2:1.

IGNITION SYSTEMS 


All 1983 AMC vehicles have electronic ignition 
systems as standard equipment. Two types are 
used; a High Energy Integral System for the 2.5 


liter 4-cylinder engine and a Solid-State Ignition | 


System for the 6-cylinder engine. 
HIGH ENERGY IGNITION SYSTEM 


The High Energy Ignition System consists of the 
battery, the distributor with integral electronic 
module, ignition coil, the ignition switch, the 
spark plugs and the primary and secondary wir- 
ing. 

The distributor combines the electronic module, 
pickup coil, trigger wheel and the timing ad- 
vance mechanisms into one assembly. 





This system functions essentially the same as a | 


conventional ignition system, except that the | 


electronic module and pickup coil assembly 
replace the contact points. 


SOLID-STATE IGNITION SYSTEM 


The Solid-State Ignition System consists of an 
ignition switch, electronic ignition control unit, 


ignition coil, primary resistance wire and 


bypass, distributor, secondary wires, spark 
plugs and battery. 


A pickup coil assembly and trigger wheel, which 
are combined in the distributor body, replace the 
cam and breaker points of conventional ignition 
systems.

IGNITION SYSTEMS

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CARBURETION 


The 2.5 liter 4-cylinder engine is equipped with a 
Vara-Jet Carburetor. It has a staged, two-venturi 
design which provides for excellent fuel | 
economy as only the primary venturi is needed 
for most driving conditions. The second venturi 
opens progressively for extra power on demand 
for passing situations or for entering ex- 
pressways. A replaceable, 70-micron, pleated- 
paper filter at the carburetor fuel inlet prevents 
dirt and other foreign matter from entering the 
carburetor. 


It has an electric automatic choke that adapts to 
varying temperatures to provide the proper fuel 
and air mix in any kind of weather. An electric 
heating element is used for choke operation. 


The 4.2 liter 6-cylinder engine uses a two-venturi, 
down-draft carburetor. The automatic choke is 
electrically heated to adapt to various 
temperatures for faster starts in all kinds of 
weather. It too has a replaceable pleated-paper 
fuel filter to prevent dirt from entering the car- | 
buretor. 





A fuel control system monitors the exhaust | 
gases and effects fuel mixture adjustments.

TRANSMISSIONS 
MANUAL TRANSMISSIONS 


This light-weight 4-speed manual transmission 
is standard on all 1983 AMC models. A fully syn- 
chronized gearset provides smooth operating 
performance, while close ratios provide sporty 
shifting characteristics. Gears are “helical” cut 
to provide quiet operation and prolonged life. 


The transmission case, extension housing and 
top cover are made of die-cast aluminum to pro- 
vide a significant weight advantage over many 
cast-iron manual transmissions used in com- 
petitive vehicles. 
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Transmission Case 


The optional 5-speed manual transmission is 
available for vehicles equipped with 4-cylinder or 
6-cylinder engines. 

The 5th gear acts as an overdrive gear for im- 
proved fuel economy when driving on the open 
highway. Gear ratios are set to achieve max- 
imum acceleration and performance throughout 
the speed range. 


AUTOMATIC TRANSMISSION 


A 3-speed automatic transmission is available 
as an option on all 1983 AMC automobiles ex- 
cept the Eagle sedan and wagon with a 
4-cylinder engine.

With wide-ratio gearing, the driver experiences 
improved fuel economy without loss of perform- 
ance through a higher numerical ratio in low and 
second gear and a lower numerical ratio rear ax- 
le. 


Some of the driving benefits provided by the 

AMC automatic transmission include: 

e Smooth shifts and responsive pick-up. 

° Improved fuel economy, due to a lock-up 
torque converter on all 6-cylinder engine ap- 
plications. (Torque converter elements lock 
together at approximately 40 miles-per-hour in 
third gear with an internal friction clutch ac- 
tuated by a pressure signal). 

e No adjustments or fluid changes are required 
when Spirit and Concord models are driven 
under normal conditions. 


LOCK-UP TORQUE CONVERTER 


A lock-up torque converter is standard on all 
1983 model AMC vehicles equipped with an 
automatic transmission and the 6 cylinder 
engine. This torque converter improves fuel 
economy, reduces engine wear and lowers trans- 
mission temperatures. 





With a lock-up torque converter, a clutch within 
the converter engages automatically when the 
vehicle reaches approximately 40 mph. 


This locking action brings engine speed and 
transmission output shaft speed to the same 
level, enabling a more efficient transfer of 
engine power to the drivetrain. 


When the transmission is operating in any for- 
ward gear except direct drive, the torque con- 
verter transfers power from the engine 
crankshaft to the transmission input shaft in the 
normal manner.

One of the most exciting benefits in owning and 
driving a 1983 Eagle is Select Drive — the unique 
full-time 4-wheel drive system with a 2-wheel 
drive economy mode. 


Special disconnect mechanisms have been 
engineered into the transfer case and front axle 
assembly. Through a small two position switch 
located on the instrument panel, the driver can 
disengage the front drivetrain to transfer all 
power to the rear wheels for improved fuel 
economy. 





Select Drive is unlike conventional part-time 
4-wheel drive systems. Its uniqueness lies in its 
basic design as a fu!l-time 4-wheel drive system. 
In contrast, most part-time systems are essen- 
tially 2-wheel drive vehicles with a 4-wheel drive 
capability added on. 


The Select Drive system is more effective in a 
4-wheel drive vehicle than other 4-wheel drive 
systems where there is a conventional ‘‘open”’ 
differential between the driveshafts. With 
“open” differential systems, the loss of traction 
at one wheel results in no torque being delivered 
to the other wheels, since it is the nature of the 
open differential to deliver power to the 
driveshaft with the least resistance to the one 
that’s slipping. 


But with Eagle Select Drive, the loss of traction 
at one wheel activates the slip-limiting 
characteristics of the transfer case, causing

drive torque to be transferred from the axle that’s 
slipping to the axle that has the best traction. 


As a full-time system, Eagle’s Select Drive can 
perform in a number of situations which are not 
recommended for most part-time 4-wheel drive 
Sieteme! These include the following: 
e Driving in 4-wheel drive at highway speeds on 
dry pavement for unlimited distances. 

e Driving from ice or snow-covered secondary 
roads onto a dry main highway without having 
to shift from 4-wheel drive to 2-wheel drive. 

e Driving in and out of rain and snow showers 
without leaving 4-wheel drive. 

e Driving from dirt roads to paved roads 
repeatedly, without shifting back and forth 
between 4-wheel and 2-wheel drive. 

e Driving in 4-wheel drive during the entire 
winter season without worrying about damage 
or excessive wear to tires or drivetrain com- 
ponents. 

And with Select Drive there’s no need to leave 

the vehicle to engage or disengage a manual 

locking hub system. 


THE FRONT AXLE DISCONNECT 





In the 2-wheel drive mode, the front drivetrain is 
released from 4-wheel drive operation by the 
vacuum actuated disconnect mechanism built 
into the front axle. This action, when combined 
with the action of the transfer case disconnect 
mechanism, brings the energy absorbing com- 
ponents in the front drivetrain to rest. These 
components include the chain and sprockets in 
the transfer case, the front driveshaft, and the 
ring gear and pinion in the front axle. 








However, not all front drivetrain components are 
released in the 2-wheel drive mode. The half 
shafts and differential side gears continue to 
turn with the front wheels. These components, 
turning freely under no load, represent a negligi- 
ble energy loss. Moreover, the Eagle half shafts 
are similar to those used on other modern front- 
wheel drive passenger cars, and are specially 
engineered for long life in constant rotation. 
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BRAKE SYSTEM 


All 1983 AMC vehicles are equipped with 
hydraulic-activated, single-piston floating 
caliper front disc brakes and self-energizing rear 
drum brakes with an automatic adjustment 
feature. The low drag front disc brake reduces 
rolling resistance for improved fuel economy. 
This improvement is the result of increasing the 
clearance between the brake pad and the rotor. 


HYDRAULIC BRAKE SYSTEM 


All vehicles feature self-adjusting servo-type 
brakes with a split master cylinder. In this 
Double-Safety brake system, the hydraulic 
system for the front brakes is completely 
separate from the rear brakes. In the event of 
hydraulic brake failure in the front system, the 
rear hydraulic brakes still operate. If a failure oc- 
curs in the rear brakes, the front brakes will still 
operate. 





Hydraulic Brake System 


The combination valve in the brake lines delays 
full hydraulic fluid pressure to the rear brakes to 
help-balance front and rear braking action for 
safe, controled braking with less chance of rear 
brake “locking.” 


For added safety, a brake failure warning light in 
the instrument cluster of all models senses any 
pressure differential between the front and rear 
brake hydraulic systems and signals the driver of 
a malfunction. 








POWER BRAKES 


In the power brake system, vacuum from the in- 
take manifold is trapped in the brake power unit 
when the engine is running and brakes are 
released. When the brakes are applied, at- 
mospheric pressure is admitted to the power 
unit to increase the pressure on the hydraulic 
system in proportion to the pressure on the 
brake pedal. This brings about more effective 
and controlled braking with little pedal effort. 
Power brakes have a vacuum reserve that pro- 
vides two to three assisted brake applications if 
the engine stops.

PARKING BRAKES 


Parking brakes on all models are operated by a 
foot pedal and hand release lever, and utilize the 
rear service brakes. 


A parking brake warning light, standard for all 
models, helps to prevent unnecessary lining 
wear by indicating when the parking brake is 
engaged. When the ignition switch is on, the 
bright red light indicates when the parking brake 
pedal is depressed. 





TIRES 


All 1983 AMC automobiles, except Spirit GT and 
Eagle Sport, are equipped with fiberglass-belted 
radial tires, standard. 


Steel-belted radial tires are standard on GT, 
Eagle Sport and optional on all other models. 


RADIAL TIRE CONSTRUCTION 


Radial tires usually have two to three plies. The 
major difference in construction from bias-ply 
tires is that the cords of radial tires, in each ply, 
run perpendicular to the center line of the tire. 
Extra ‘‘belts’’ are always added along the cir- 
cumference of the tire. These belts are made 
with fiberglass or steel strands. Steel belted 
tires offer extra resistance to structural damage 
and punctures.

Many automotive experts consider radial tires to 
be the safest, best handling, most economical 
and longest lasting tires available. They are 
precision engineered for optimum roadholding 
and durability. They have a wide contact area 
with the road for better traction and safer han: 
dling in all weather conditions. The tread tends 
to stay open for better road grip when cornering 
on wet pavement. 
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TIRE IDENTIFICATION 


The radial tires used on AMC automobiles are 
from the P-metric series of passenger car tires. 
The P195/75R14 tire size designation, for exam- 
ple, means the following: 

P — Stands for passenger car tire 


195 — Is the section width in millimeters 
75 — Section height to width ratio 
R — Identifies tire construction 
R — Radial 
B — Bias-belted 
D — Diagonal 
14 — Rim diameter in inches 
195mm

FRONT SUSPENSION — 
SPIRIT AND CONCORD 


1983 AMC Spirit and Concord models are built 
with an independent front suspension system. 


This design includes a pre-loaded, fully encap- 
sulated, polyethylene bearing upper ball joint for 
reduced steering efforts, improved isolation 
from road shocks. This ball joint requires no 
periodic maintenance. 


A resilient rubber bushing is used with each 
front strut to reduce road disturbances transmit- 
ted to the passenger area. A front sway bar is 
standard equipment on all models. 


REAR SUSPENSION — 
CONCORD AND SPIRIT 


The rear suspension system on all AMC vehicles 
consists of a live axle on leaf springs with 
telescopic shock absorbers and stabilizer bar. 
The springs and shock absorbers are computer- 
selected to tailor the suspension to the specific 
weight of the vehicle. Concord and Spirit models 
also include isoclamps for a quieter ride. 





To isolate the body from the road noise and 
vibration, the front of the rear leaf springs are at- 
tached to the body with special dual-rate rubber 
bushings. These also help eliminate clutch chat- 
ter on models equipped with manual transmis- 
sion. The rear shock absorbers employ a 
bayonet-type mounting to also help eliminate 
road noise entering the passenger compartment.

Optional air adjustable shock absorbers 
available on both Concord and Eagle, offer an 
automatic load leveling system, utilizing an on- 
board compressor to maintain the rear height of 
the automobile, regardless of cargo load. 


EAGLE SUSPENSION 


All AMC Eagle models also utilize an indepen- 
dent front suspension system. It is the only pro- 
duction American 4-wheel drive automobile with 
this feature. 


Each front wheel is mounted on a steering 
knuckle located between the upper and lower 
control arms. A coil spring mounted between the 
body structure and the upper control arm pro- 
vides suspension for the assembly. The 
telescopic shock absorbers contain unique valv- 
ing to accommodate the front drive mechanism. 
A large front stabilizer bar is standard equip- 
ment. 


The front springs used on Eagle have a slightly 
higher rate than those of conventional 2-wheel 
drive vehicles to provide more positive ride and 
handling characteristics. 


The rear suspension is the same leaf spring with 
telescopic shock absorber system used on Spirit 
and Concord.

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EMISSION CONTROLS 


In order to conform with the Federal and State 
regulations that have been established to con- 
trol the emissions level on new motor vehicles, 
all 1983 AMC vehicles are equipped with a 
number of emission control systems. 


CATALYTIC CONVERTERS 


All domestic 1983 AMC vehicles are equipped 
with a catalytic converter. This converter is 
located in the exhaust system between the 
engine and the muffler and is designed to con- 
vert carbon monoxide and hydrocarbons into 
harmless carbon dioxide and water vapor.

EXHAUST GAS RECIRCULATION 
SYSTEM 


This system is designed to recirculate a portion 
of the exhaust gases back into the engine 
cylinders. By recirculating these gases, there is 
a significant reduction in oxides of nitrogen. 


One of the key components of the system is the 
Exhaust Gas Recirculation (EGR) Valve which 
controls the flow of exhaust gases. Under nor- 
mal use, maintenance of this EGR valve is not re- 
quired. 
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THERMOSTATICALLY 
CONTROLLED AIR CLEANER 
SYSTEM 


This system uses a thermal switch in the air 
cleaner to regulate the temperature of the air 
entering the air cleaner for improved vaporiza- 
tion of the air-fuel mixture. It provides for op- 
timum carburetor performance and improves 
cold-weather operation. Other benefits include 
improved fuel economy, and reduction of 
hydrocarbon and carbon monoxide emissions. 


POSITIVE CRANKCASE 
VENTILATION SYSTEM 


This system is designed to recirculate 
crankcase vapor back into the engine to 
eliminate the emission of the vapor into the at- 
mosphere. 


FUEL VAPOR CONTROL SYSTEM 


This system consists of a charcoal canister 
which is used to store fuel tank vapors and to 
vent them into the intake manifold. The canister 
has an air filter which must be replaced at 
periodic intervals. 


AMERICAN MOTORS EMISSION 
CONTROL SYSTEM WARRANTY 


American Motors warrants to the owner that this 
vehicle is designed, built and equipped to con- 
form, at the time of sale, with all applicable U.S. 
emission standards and is free from defects in 
materials and workmanship which cause it to 
fail to meet these standards within a period of 
five (5) years from the date of first use or 50,000 
miles, whichever comes first. Failures other than 
those resulting from defects in materials or 
workmanship, including those which arise as a 
result of owner abuse and/or lack of proper main- 
tenance, are not covered by this warranty. 


American Motors’ obligation under this warranty 
is to repair or replace, at an authorized American 
Motors dealer’s place of business, any part 
which proves to be defective, and would cause 
the vehicle to fail to conform with such stand- 
ards. This warranty applies only to vehicles first 
sold and used in the United States. 
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TRAILER TOWING 


AMC offers a factory-installed, light-duty trailer 
towing package for the 1983 Concord and Eagle 
except the SX/4. For Eagle sedan and 4-door 
wagon, there’s also a medium-duty package 
available. Owners who desire a trailer towing 
capability should be advised to carefully follow 
the information contained in the Owner’s 
Manual to be certain that their AMC automobile 
will be properly equipped to meet the towing re- 
quirements that will be placed upon it. 


DETERMINING TOWING 
REQUIREMENTS 


The key factors for determining the correct 
trailer hitch and recommended equipment are 
the maximum gross weight of the trailer and the 
tongue weight. The maximum gross weight is 
the weight of the trailer and its contents when 
fully loaded. This information should be 
available from the owner’s trailer literature, or it 
can be established by weighing the trailer at a 
commercial weighing station. These stations are 
usually listed in the yellow pages of the 
telephone directory. 


The tongue weight is that part of the trailer’s 
weight which must be supported by the suspen- 
sion system of the automobile. With a properly 
designed and loaded trailer, the tongue weight is 
normally equal to approximately 10% of the 
loaded weight of the trailer. 


It is also important to remember that when a 
vehicle is used for towing, the full-load capacity 
weight of the vehicle should never be exceeded. 
This weight is defined as the maximum weight 
that the vehicle can safely carry when towing a 
trailer. The full-load capacity is computed as the 
sum total of the weight of all passengers and 
cargo plus the tongue weight of the trailer.

SELECTING THE CORRECT 
TRAILER HITCH 


The trailer hitch is the point at which both the 
horizontal (pulling) and vertical (tongue) weights 
are concentrated. A bumper-mounted hitch can 
normally be used for light duty trailer towing or 
trailers with a gross weight of up to 2000 pounds. 


For trailers that weigh up to 3500 Ibs., an equaliz- 
ing, or weight-distributing hitch is required. This 
hitch includes a spring-bar arrangement that 
distributes the vertical trailer tongue load to all 
four wheels of the automobile and automatically 
counteracts rear-end sag.
